Thé idea of erecting a suitable testimonial 
for the memory of the patriot after whom 
Garfield Park was named has been frequently 
suggested but has never been put in 
definite shape until the present time.

Probably the first step to be taken will be a 
conference of the committee with Mrs. Gar- 
field, the widow of the President. Her wishes 
will be closely followed ahd it is thought that 
she will give valuable suggestions. Already 
communication has been established with 
Clemeau, the noted French sculptor, and 
others of equal renown, but whether 
the work will be opened to competitive 
designs or will be submitted to the artist 
whose reputation leads the committee to be- 
lieved him best suited to perform it has not 
yet been decided. It is probable, however, 
that the competitive plan will be adopted. It is 
probable that the statue will be located 
on the extreme east side of the park at the 
Washington boulevard ¢«.trance.

It is no more than right that Garfield 
Park should have such a monument, and it is 
equally fitting that the monument should be 
as great a work as anything of its kind in the 
city. Scarcely a park in either division but 
has a fitting tribute in bronze to one or more 
of the great men with whom its name 
is associated. Lincoln Park has its mag- 
nificent statue of Abraham Lincoln, while 
over in Humboldt Park the foundations are 
laid for the statue of Von Humboldt. The 
memory of Gen. Phil Sheridan will be perpet- 
uated in the bronze equestrian statue to be 
placed in Union Park, while other great men 
are held up to the memory of the people by 
similar statues in suitable places. I ain very 
glad the idea has been formulated and have no 
doubt that it will strike the popular chord.” 

Mr. Thompson said he had not yet decided 
upon the committee, but said it would in- 
‘clude a list of the men best fitted to perform 
the work. The committee will be known 
as the Garfield Monument Association 
and its duty according to the 
motion adopted by the Board yesterday will 
be to make the necessary arrangements and 
do the necessary canvassing for funds for the 
erection of a suitable monument to the late 
President Garfield. The work of the com- 
mittee will be pushed as rapidly as possible 
and it is considered that there is little doubt 
that by the time the World’s Fair is opened 
the new statue to Gen. Garfield will be, if not 
actually completed, at least well under way.

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CHEAPEST AND MOST EFFECTIVE 


DISPOSITION OF GARBAGE, 


The Present Condition of Affairs Disgusting 
and Discreditable—Crematories Necessa- 
vy toa Proper Disposition of the Stuff— 
How It Is Got Rid Of in Other Cities— 
What the Tides Do for New York—In 
Chicago It Is Now Dumped in Vacant 
Lots in the Outskirts, 


_ Miss Sweet the President of the Municipal 
Order League, said in her last report, which 
was printed in Tun T'rrpunz: 

Ido not believe there exists in the civilized 
world another city of a million inhabitants with- 
out any authorized system whatever by which 
garbage and refuse matter can be disposed of 
with some degree of regard to public health and 
decency. In Chicago there is no system, no plan 
for the destruction or even the safe disposition of 
the very worst and most dangerous kinds of gar- 
bage and the city has no authorized dumping 
grounds whatever. Wherever the loads of garbage 
are being placed by the contractors it is in viola- 
tion of the city’s own ordinance, often in the face 
of injunctions, and always to the danger of the 
life and health of every one in the vicinity. Last 
March the Mayor confessed that the city had no 
place whatever where its garbage could be law- 
fully damped. 

This is not stating the case too strongly. 
The condition of affairs is disgusting and dis- 
creditable, and the only remedy for it is the 
one suggested by a member of the league— 
the building of crematories where the animal 
and vegetable refuse of the city shall be re- 
duced to ashes, There is no other way in 
which the stuff can be got rid of. There are 
some cities in the Old World where it has a 
commercial value. The neighboring market 
gardeners are willi to take it, convert it 
into manute, and use it for the enrichment of 
their lands. The farmers of Cook County 
would not touch it. They will not allow it to 
be dumped on theirland. In New York this 
refuse is carried down the bay, and is swept to 
the ocean by the tides. Chicago is on a tide- 
lest stream. nor can it allow any garbage to 
go into the lake, ; 

The present lawless and offensive method 
of disposing of garbage is described accu- 
rately by: Miss Sweet. Each contractor hunts 
around till he finds a vacant lot in the out- 
skirts. He furrows it with shallow trenches 
and then proceeds to deposit refuse there un- 
til the neighbors, offended and sickened by 
intolerable stenvhes, apply for an injunction. 
Sometimes the contractor hunts up another 
place and sometimes disregards the orders of 
the court and dumps the stuff by night when 
no one is watching him. As a result of the 
present system the city is ringed round with 
of filth. 

e only way to dispose of the garbage is to 
burn it. Coal is so cheap here that that meth- 
od will cost less than the present one, and will 
be pga while the other is inexpressibly 
filthy. V hy then is it not adopted? Simply 
because the majority of the members of the 
Council are no more offended by physical 
than they are by mental uncleanliness. They 
are of the dirt dirty. They were reared in the 
unsanitary and pestilential homes of the poor- 
est classes of Europe or were brought up in 
sections uf this city peopled by immigrants 
who came from such homes, and who brought 
with them and imparted to their children a 
spirit of indifference regarding soap, sewers, 
and pure air. A mass of putrefying garbage 
ina barrel or a broken box on the sidewalk is 
nd more offensive to most Aldermen than it 
is to the Italian who pokes in it with his stick 
— = if he can find anything eatable or sell- 
able. | 

The present system is perfectly satisfactory 
to these Aldermen and they no more think of 
abolishing it than the slave-owners did of 
abolishing slavery. They not’ merely enjoy 
the filthiness of it but they profit by it. It 
involves a bigger expenditure for wages than 
crematories would. It requires the employ- 
ment of more men. It gives mote room for 
jabbery. Behind contractors who do not do 
their work and yet draw their pay stand the 


_ Aldermen) who share in the profits of the job. 


The Alderman as well as the rag-picking Ital- 
fan has his finger in the garbage heap. Fur- 
naces do not vote. They do not furnish the 
same facilities for jobbery. Hence the Al-

preign descent. They should take this mat- 
ter in hand and make a fight, even though it 
must be an uphill one, to do away with these 
heaps of fiy-blown garbage which line the 
streets, fill the alleys, and attract the atten- 
tion of strangers as they come in on the trains. 
As Cato said incessantly that Carthage must 
be destroyed, so should their continual cry be 
The gatbage must be cremated.” They 
must make themselves obstructionists. They 
should block other business till they get what 
they want, They should pester and worry 
these Aldermen who revel in filth, as the Irish 
members did their opponents in Parliament. 
There aro enough of them to force cleanliness 
on their reluctant adversaries if they will only 
stick to the work.

How They Can Have the Garbage Properly 
Removed in That District. 

A resolution was offered at Monday’s meet- 
ing of the Council stating that the scavenger 
contracturs for the Nineteenth Ward had neg. 
lected their work scandalously and that com- 
plaints made to the Health Department had 
been treated with discourtesy and ccntempt 
and ordering the Health Commissioner to 
rescind the contract and take such “steps as 
would secure the ward a proper scaveager 
service. -'The motion to suspend the rules to 
consider the resolution was carried by a vote 
of 41 to 18, but the Alderman who was in the 
chair, a man named Ellert, seemed to think 
more of the contractors than of those citizens 
of the Nineteenth Ward whose alleys have 
been allowed to remain in a vile and pesti- 
lence-breeding state. He declared that a mo- 
tion to adjourn was carried and thus prevent- 
ed action on the resolution, which would oth- 
erwise have gone through by a big majority. 

The Nip eteenth is not onejof the high-toned 
wards. Its Aldermen are neither saints nor 
Puritans, and they rather favor the present 
system of garbage removal because, among 
other things, it helps to swell the pay-roll. 
Yet when a number of their constituents made 
their protest these Aldermen fell inta line at 
once and demanded the forfeiture of the present 
garbage contract. But if that should be done a 
new contractor would simply take the place of 
the old one, and in a little while there would 
be as much for the citizens to find fault with 
as there is now.

A SQUARE AND FAIR ISSUE, 

The Democratic platform says without dis- 
guise that duties must not be levied on com- 
peting imported goods, because while such 
duties may produce revenue, they certainly 
will afford protection, which the Democrats 
declare Congress has no constitutional power 
to give. Therefore the revenues of the govern- 
ment collected at the custom-houses must be 
obtained by levying duties on non-competitive 
products.

Five cents a pound will have 
to be collected off coffee and about 10 cents 
off tea. Spices being non-competitive and not 


being raw material for manufacturers, will“ 


have to pay a heavy duty. 

The amounts thus collected may reach 150 
millions, being nearly equal to those obtained 
from the present duties on competitive goods. 
But mereased revenue can be sought for in 
other directions. The tobacco and whisky 
taxes can be increased. And as there will be 
a violent struggle against high duties on tea, 
coffee, and sugar the Democrats may have to 

resort to an income tax, which will raise what- 
ever is needed, being taken out of the em- 
ployers’ wage fund. This will please at first 
the ignorant workingmen, who wil! think that 
the income tax is all paid by their employers, 
while in reality nine-tenths of it will come cut 
of their own pockets in the shape of reduced 
employment and reduced wages. 

By leaving out of the platform the pretense 
that they are in favor of sustaining the pres- 
ent high rate of American wages and the 
former declarations that they will not inter- 
fere with industries that have come to rely on 
protection, the Democrats have served notice | 
on the wageworkers that they must be ready | 
to come down to the European standard of 
pay. The toilers are given due notice 
that they mus* prepare to meet the competi- 
tion of the products of Europe made by work- 
men whose wages are but half of their 
own. They have been growling be- 
cause of the competition of a handful 
of men who came here and just barely 
cut under their wages. Are they prepared to 
have the products of millions of underpaid 
European laborers, valued at hundreds of 
millions of dollars, poured into this country 
as fast as fleets of swift steamers can bring 
them, and offered for sale at prices with which 
American manufacturers cannot compete as 
long as the American wage scale is anything 
like as high as it is now? are the four Dem- 
ocrats who will be nominated in the Chicago 
districts going to expound that cheap labor- 
free trade creed to the workinginen of this 
city and to warn them that in the event of 
Democratic success it will be useless for them 
to resort to strikes, mobs, and demoustra- 
tions, peaceful or violent, for the purpose of 
keeping up their big protection wages? 

While it will dome hard on many Congres- 
sional candidates in manufacturing cunstitu- 
encies to tell the truth, yet on the whole it is 
better that the party should speak out hunestly 
and notify their followers what they must ex- 
pect with free trade.

THE LUTHERAN CONFERENCE'S NON- 
PARTISAN REPORT. 

The Lutheran conference in session at Free- 
port has adopted resolutions as regarding 
school legislation in Iülmois which are very 
sensible and will commend themselves to all 
reasonable men. The resolutions were as 
follows: 


We, the German Evangelical Church, for our 
conscience sake, demand of our [State] govern- 
ment the absolute control of our school and edu- 
cational system, therefore we demand: 

1. The repeal of the present unjust School law. 


2. The enactment of a new just ‘compulsory 
schoo] law not containing the following points: 
a, that the compulsory period for parochial 
schools begin at any certain time; 5. that the 
child attend any cértain school; c, that pa- 
rochial schdols be approved or supervised by 
any State official; d, that instruction be given 
in certain branches Or in a certain language; 
e, that empowers State officials to take truants 
anywhere but to their parents as long as the 
parents fulfill their lawful duties; 7, that in- 
fring»s upon the rights of parents in any man- 
ner; g. that allows public money to be used for 
private purposes; A, that connects Church ands 
State in any manner. 

3. We solemnly protest against any class legis- 
lation pertaining to parochial schools. We de- 
sire for ourselves to keep this question out of 
politics as long as possible. We instruct our com- 
mittee, however, to watch the evolution of the 
whole matter with due care and keep us posted, 
so that we can act intelligently. 

It is evident from the tenor of these resolu- 
tions that the confereace is entirely non-pir- 
tisan in its make-up, and is determined that 
neither party has the right to assert any polit- 
ical control over its members. And in this 
they are correct. Their position is a sound 
one. The law was framed and passed origi- 
nally by Democrats as wellas Republicans. It 
was drawn up chiefly by Democrats 
in icago, but was overloaded and 
one party was just as responsible for 
itas the other. In the last Legislature the 
Republicans presented a bill striking out of 
the law everything which could be obj:ction- 
able to the rights of parents over the school- 
ing of their children, but the Democratic 
demagogues would not allow eit to pass, and 
thus nothing was done. At the State conven- 
tions of both parties, however, resolutions 
were offered favoring the repeal of the law, 
and there the matter stands with the Repub- 
licans and Gov. Fifer in favor of the repeal. 

In taking this position that the conference 
has no desire to dictate the party action of 
mom bers of the Lutheran churoh it has acted 
wise y, and, making all allowances for the in- 
fluence of demagogrues, the upshot of its ac- 
tion will de that Republican Lutherans will 
vote for the Lutheraao ticket and Democratic 
Lutherans for the Democratic ticket.

Aon 8 SALISBURY AND ULSTER. 

Lord Salisbury’s plea tor retention in office 
is based almost wholly on the opposition of the 
Protestants of Ulster to home rule. His ad- 
dress to the electors, something out of the rule 
for a peer to issue, is maiuly designed to stir 
up what has been wittily described by Mr. 
Campbell-Bannerman as the spirit of Ulsteria. 
It is not likely that the address will be more 
potent in this direction than the speeches of 
the Belfast convention of the 17th inst., which, 
though printed at full length in the British 
journals, have met with no satisfactory re- 
sponse in Great Britain. 

The fact is that the British electors’ are so 
desirous to get the home rule question dis- 
posed of in order that they may obtain re- 
forms for themselves that they take no note 
of what the “loyal minority” in Ireland 
wishes. London wants a more comprehensive 
system of local government than it has now. 
The English laborer wants cottages and al- 
lotments. The Welshmen want the Episcopal 
Church disestablished in their province, The 
Scotchmen want their church establishment 
overthrown. The workingmen throughout 
Great Britain want shorter hours and better 
securities against accidents. All these people 
do not care to stop and think about the senti- 
mental fears of the Ulster Unionists. 

There is a change, too, in Ulster. The 
farmers im that province—Presbyterian, Epis- 
copalian, aud Methodist, as well as Cathulic— 
want Mr. Gladstone again in power, so as to 
give full effect to the land legislation which 
he promoted in 1881. There have been numer- 
ous meetings of the Ulster farmers recently, 
at which the Presbyterians predominated and 
where resolutions in favor of the restoration 
of Gladstone to power have been ad pted. 
They do not declare for home rule, but they 
want compulsory sale and members of the 
Land Co.omission more kindly to the farmers 
than those now in office, The following reso- 
lution was adopted the 16th inst. at a great 
meeting of farmers, mostly Presbyterians, 
at Sautfield, in Down, not many miles from 
Belfast: 2 

Resolved, That this meeting of County Down 
farmers remembers with gratitude the effort that 
Mr. Gladstone made in 1881 to settle the land 
question, and calls upon him on his probable 
return to power to finally settle the Irish land 
difficulty. 

At the same meeting, where there was not a 
solitary reference to home rule, resolutions 
were adopted declaring that, owing to the fall 
in the price of stock, the judicial rent had be- 
come impossible, demanding in the absence 
of compulsory purchase that rents should be 
reduced, expressing want of confidence in the 
majority of the present Land Commissioners, 
favoring the appointment of unbiased men of 
practical experience. These Ulster farmers 
are practical men and are preparing to make 
the best of the inevitable. 

The Ulster Presbyterians are, moreover, 
dissatisfied with the ring methods of the 
Orange lodge politicians, which have excluded 
them from the Irish representation. Of the 
seventeen Irish Unionist members only one. 
Dr. Rentoul, is a Presbytenan, though the 
Presbyterians have furnished half the votes 
that elected the whule lot. At the recent 
meeting of the Presbyterian synod the Rev. 
Dr. Brown, the ex-Moderator, made this in- 
justice a subject of bitter complaint, and Mr. 
Thomas Dickson, an Ulster Presbyterian 
Home-Ruler, commenting on it subsequently 
at a meeting composed largely of his breth- 
ren in Tyrone, said: 

Belfast Presbyterianism had now identified 
itself with Toryism, and what was the result? 
That in that great Presbyterian city, where the 
Presbyterians were 75 per cent of the population. 
they were unable to return a single Presbyterian 
representative. The ex-Moderator of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, Dr. Brown, haa stated in Dublin 
in pathetic tones that, although with their popu- 
lation of half a millign, they were entitled to 
eleven representatives in the House of Commons 
they had only one, and that one, Dr. Rentoul, 
bad been sent over from Woolwich by Lord Ar- 
thur Hill. Dr. Brown waxed very indignant over 
the want of representation of the Presbyterians 
of Ulster and then he wound up his remarkable 
and extraordinary speech by saying that as svon 
as the general election was over the Presbyterians 
would look to the matter. [Laughter.] He (Mr. 
Dickson) thought it would be much better if Dr. 
Brown and the Presbyterians of the North of Ire- 
land would begin before the general election. 
[Applause. } 

At the meeting where Mr. Dickson spoke 
measures were taken to remedy the mistake. 
Prof. Dougherty of Magee College, London. 
derry, the principal institution of learning of 
the English-speaking Presbyterians, was nom- 
inated then and there fur Parliament for North 
Tyrone. Mr. Dickson himself has been nom- 
inated for South Tyrone since. Mr. McElroy, 
another Presbyterian, has been nominated 
for North Antrim and Samuel Walker for 
South Derry. The Home-Rulers have indorsed 
every one of them and will probably elect 
them., 

These are but the signs of the times. They 
are signs that have great significance and 
great effect in England. Lord Salisbury’s ap- 
peal cannot counteract their influence. 


STEWART AND “ FREE COINAGE.” 

Senator Stewart has offered as a substitute 

for his free coinage bill one providing that 
„the owner of silver bullion may deposit the 
„% game at any mint of the United States to be 
„% coined for his benefit, these coins to be full 
legu tender. But foreign silver coin, or 
„ pbuilion derived from it by melting, is to be 
“excluded; and the Silver act of 1890 to be 
„ repealed.” Doubtless Mr. Stewart seeks in 
this way to obviate the amendment of his bill 
a few days ago by the Senate, which cut out of 
it the certificate section. The substitute 
would dispense with the issue of certificates 
on silver held in the Treasury. 
The sum and substance of the proposed bill 
is that any debtor who has 371 grains of silver 
bullion, which is worth 68 cents, may take it 
to the mint and there have it made for him at 
the expense of the government into a full 
legal tender dollar without any cost to him- 
self for coinage. He may thea trot off with 
that coin, worth 68 cents, and pay it over to a 
ereditor from whom he had borrowed a gold 
dollar, the transaction being in full payment 
of his debt. This is the morality for which 
Mr. Stewart wants to legislate. This is the 
kind of justice and fair dealing he proposes to 
introduce among the. American people by act 
of Congress. 

Who is Senator Stewart, and where does he 
come from, that he should thus assume the 
right to lead in a movement for cutting off at 
one swoop a third part of all the public and 
private gold consideration indebtedness in the 
country? Personally he is a money iender 
who insists upon contracts which bind Ais 
debtors to pay principal and interest in gold. 
And he comes to Washingtun from the little, 
rotten borough State of Nevada, a played out 
and decayed constituency. Aséo-called State“ 
which two years ago was credited with a popu- 
lation of but 45,761 souls, or less than that of

WORKINGS OF THE AUSTRALIAN BALLOT

LAW. 

Richard Henry Dana of Boston has written 
a paper on The Practical Working of the 
Australian System of Voting in Massachusetts”’ 
which has some points of much interest. 

Speaking of its effect in checking bribery 
he says that it has been very greatly dimin- 
ished, but that it is not safe to say that it 
is wholly and permanently stopped. It is 
stated that voters are bribed to stay away 
from the polls, or not to register. Another 
way to bribe is said to be to bet on the re- 
sult, or the size of the vote, the voter to be 
bribed taking the side for which the money 
is spent. Again, where there are fifty cor- 
ruptible voters Mu a precinct, it is stated that 
it is possible to buy in bulk, and pay accord- 
ing to the way the returns show the fifty 
voted. It has also been found that some of 
the voters are true to their corrupt bargains, 
even where it might be impossible toœtell that 
they had voted as they agreed to. But while 
bribery lingers to a small extent, intimida- 
tion has disappeared utterly. — 

One of the objections which used to be made 
to the Australian system before it was intro- 
duced was that the less educated would be 
kept from the polls, and that if they did go 
they would not know how to mark their bal- 
lots. As regards the first point, Mr. Dana 
says that the average number voting in the 
State during the last three years under the 
new system is greater than in any of the last 
seven years excepting the Presidential one. 
While there are supposed to be more illiterate 
voters in the cities than in the country dis- 
tricts, considerably larger perceitage of 
registered vuters have voted in the former 
than in the latter. In Boston the percentage 
of votes cast at the city election was the great- 
est in the wards containing the largest pro- 
portion of poorly educated voters, It is shown 
als» that there has been no falling off in the 
number of registered voters in the more illit- 
erate wards. 

As regards errors in marking ballots, a.re- 
count of the Boston vote made in 1889 showed 
that the ballots from the so-called illiterate 
wards were more carefully and plainly 
marked than those from the wards where the 
better educated lived. It appears also from 
a critical examination that the falling off of 
the vote from the head of the ticket, which 
has been noticed and commented on, is not 
due to the voters getting tired or omitting to 
mark names through ignorance, but to the 
fact that they took more interest in certain 
candidates than in others. Where there was 
no question as to the result for Senator, for 
instance, the vote fell off. In a close dis- 
trict it was about the same as that for Gov- 
ernor. 

Mr. Dana says further: 

As to favoring independents and breaking up 
the party organization, the result has shown that 
no cand dates receive any considerable support 
unless backed up by a strong public sentiment. 
The only independents who prevail against the- 
regular party nominees are those who are nom- 
inated as a protest against some bad candidate 
or some unfair proceeding at the caucus or con- 
vention. The restraining influence of the new sys- 
tem on the caucuses and conventionsis already 
very great. Yet the parties in State and national 
affairs retain their power whenever it is properly 
used, while a candidate, defeated at a fairly held 
caucus, who rushes to the nomination papers, 
gets very little support, indeed. 

Mr. Dana asserts further that under the new 
system quiet, order, and cleanliness reign in 
and about the polling places. The expense is 


not as heavy as it was claimed it would be, | 


for fewer ballots are printed by the State 
than were printed by the parties. The time 
taken in voting is less than before. The 
average time taken to mark about eighteen 
names out of the fifty-five on a ticket seems 
to be under two minutes, and often less than 
one minute is required. 

In conclusion Mr. Dana says that the 
charges that the marks on the ballots have 
been changed during the counting are un- 
fuunded, but he admits that there is some 
danger in the counting, though no more than 
under the old system. The trouble in Massa- 
chusetts seems to be the same that it is here, 
that the counting is left to persuns unused to 
clerical work, who are tired out with a long 
day’s duty as election officers at the polls. 
With a modification of the law to meet this 
difficulty, and with legislation limiting elec- 
tion expenses and requiring them to be made 
public Mr. Dana thinks Massachusetts would 
have f substantially perfect election system. 


THE COTTON CROP. 

The earlier estimates of a large decrease in 
the acreage planted to cotton in the Southern 
States this year are sustamed by later work 
in the coilation of facts. The Department of 
Agriculture states that there is a decrease of 
164¢ per cent in the area, and that the condi- 
tion of the crop at the begining of this 
month was worse than in any other year since 
1874, with a tingle exception. This estimate 
is excepted to because the department did 
not furnish figures of acreage in the different 
States, so as to allow experts to calculate for 
themselves the probable yield in the several 
sections. But there is no disposition to find 
fault with the general result, though some 
commercial men think the estimate of re- 


‘duction is hkely to be larger than the fact. 


Mr. H. M. Neill, an authority on cotton-crop 
matters, has made what is professedly an in- 
dependent computation of percentages. He 
places the decrease at 15 per cent in the At- 
lantic States and 10 per cent in the Gulf 
States. He gives 18,120,000 acres as the area 
planted, against 20,660,000 for the last preced- 
ing season, and states that the conditions are 
such as to warrant aa estimate that the crop 
will be about 7,000,000 bales. 
ton figures of area and condition would make 
the yield not far from 6,500,000 bales. 
New York Chronicle has also spoken in the 


matter, and its figures will bear the interpre- 


tation that the crop will be about 7,000,000 
bales. 

There is a general testimony to an impor- 
tant lessening in the area planted to cotton. 
Bradstreet’s makes the reduction about 20 per 
cent, the Chronicle makes it 11.88, the Agri 
cultural Department 16%, and Mr. Neill 12 
per cent. 
more than 15 per cent, and to this testimony 
in regard to area must be added the informa- 
tion that the crop was planted late and under 
circumstances otherwise unfavorable. Be. 
sides this it is reported that there has been 
a serious falling off in the quantity of fertiliz- 
ers used, but it is Hot stated that the reduc- 
tion is much greater than that in area, so that 
it may be doubted if any considerable extra al- 
lowance must be made for the fertilizer de- 
ficiency. Still the indications are overwhelim- 
ingly to the effect that a large crop for this 
year cannot safely becounted on. The 15 per 
cent of deficiency in acreage can hardly be 
widened out less than another 5 per cent for 
poor condition, and perhaps 10 per cent may 
be nearer tho truth. Hence the cotton grow-

INDUSTRIAL WARFARE. 

If certain newspaper statements are to be 
redited preparations are now bemg made for 
a more formal and deadly fight between union 
and non-union labor forces than has hithertg 
been waged in the United States. The Cake | 
negie Iron and Steel Works at Homestead, 
Pa., occupy the area on which the fortifications 
are being erected, and they will be the scene 
of the war, should the expected combat ensue. 


About 4,000 workmen are there employed and 


it is believed they will go out at or near the 
close of this month, in which case it is deter- 
mined to take on in their places an equal 
number of men who do not belong to any 
labor union. 

The 400 acres of the Homestead plant have 
been inclosed by a tight board fence, nine feet 


high. Along the top of this are stretched | 


three strands of barbed wire which will be 


charged with an electric current strong enough | 


to make it awkward for any party of men try: 
ing to take the place by storm. Inside of this 
electric fence are double rows of water and 
gas pipes, and inside the main entrance are 
water plugs with a pressure öf 400 pounds to 
the square inch, which will also be used for 
defense in case of assault from outside. The 
old railroad station has been moved so near 
to the works that a covered way could be con- 
structed from one to the other, passing over 
the fence. This is to be used, in case of a 
strike, to bring in workmen unseen from 
without, and it is proposed to place 
them in barracks where their presence 
will not be known even to 


inside the barracks fortified by electricity, 
water, and gas or steam, the new workers will 
remain in the establishment until the excite 
ment has cooled down. They will find there 


cook houses and laundries, as well as beds, 


and by those and other appliances be made as 
happy as possible during the siege. It is the 
intention to keep them fully employéd, and 
safely so. The plant is to be kept in active 
operation during the trouble, which the Pitts- 
burg Dispatch says is now considered to be 
imminent and unavoidable. 

The situation is all the more interesting 
from a strategical point of view, owing to the 
fact that the intending strikers have watched. 
the progress of these ‘preparations, and claim 
to have evolved a successful line of attack. 
They have chosen their general, and he has 
made his plans if not already marshagéd his 
forces for the fray. If this be true many 
thousands of workers in the different cities of 
the Union will await news of the struggle with 
an anxiety greater than that which they man- 
ifest while listening for news of & political con- 
vention or election. It will be to them, as 
well as to the men more directly concerned, a 
matter of intense interest, as promising to 
have a most important bearing on the strug- 
gles of organized labor in other places and 
times. The probability is that if Car- 
negie wins the day the event will be accepted: | 
by other employers of labor as a signal for 
trying to get rid of what they choose to call 
the tyranny of trades unions, while if the vic- 
tory be gained by the men the consequence 
may be a closer organization of workers than 
anything effected in the past. It will be a test 
of strength, perhaps of endurance, and may 
be of generaiship as well as courage, which 


can hardly fail to exert a powerful influence 


upon the acknowledged relations of labor to 
the employing class. 


SILVER AND GOLD IN ANCIENT TIMES. 

A writer in the Economist of this city calls 
attention to the statements in the tenth chap- 
ter of the First Book of Kings in regard to 
silver. All the vessels of King Solomon were 
of pure gold; none were of silver, it was 
nothing accoun f in thedays of Solomon,” 
and in another placé it is said that he ** made 
silver to be in Jerusalem as stones. There 
was plenty of gold, so much of it that it was 
lavishly used for purposes of adornment as 


well as money. In one year Solomon received - 


a hundred and sixty-six talents of that metal, 

which may oe estimated to amount to about 
$20,000,000 of our money, and was a pretty big 
income for the ruler of such a small Country 
as Palestine. The point is made that the 
abundance of gold did not cause it to depre- 
ciate relatively to silver. On the contrary, 
silver seems to have fallen in estima- 
tion so much that it was no longer considered 
a precious metal, and yet we find some of the 
silver maniacs telling their listeners that “ the 
value of silver has not appreciably changed in 
the last 3,000 years.” It is now about twenty- 
nine centuries since the time assigned to 
Solomon, yet in that long ago the tendency 
appears to have been pretty much as in our 
own day. People preferred gold to silver as 
money, and when the gold was sufficiently 
abundant they used it in preference to the 
other. After the increased production of gold 
in Australia @nd California men discarded 
silver and used gold, just as they did in the 
days of Solomon.

BISMARCK HAS FEARS. 


HE THINKS THE KAISER IS OVER- 
| REACHING HIMSELF. 


The Work of Years May Be Undone if 
William Is Not Checked—Colsworth 
Collection on Exhibition—Chamber of 
Commerce Congress Opens—Cholera Rag- 
ing in Asia— Accused Hawaiians Re- 
leaged—Anarchists Credited with Start- 
ing Fires in Paris.

Brruix, June 28.—On his way to Kissingen 
Prince Bismarck stopped at Augsburg to visit 
one of his most loyal and long-standing 
friends, the Chief Burgomaster, Dr. Ludwig 
von Fischer, member of the Bavarian and Im- 
perial’Ghambers, The Prince drove through 
the streets in the Burgomaster’s carriage 
amid the plaudits of the multitude. While at 
Augsburg the Prince unbosomed himself free- 
ly, evidently feeling that he was among true 
friends who would not betray any confidence 
reposed in them. However this may be, a 
trustworthy report of the Prince’s conversa- 
tion is made known through a private source. 
The ex-Chancellor referred throughout to the 
Emperor as Der Junge Mann.” He ex- 
pressed his fear that there were dangers ahead 
for Germany. Some parts of the Emperor’s 
foreign policy were based on the active sup- 
port of the Radicals and Poles, with, until re- 
cently, the Oltratiiontanes, and the ‘passive 
support of the Social Democrats. 

Now it was abignificant fact that every one 
of these factions had been opposed to the 
formation of the empire. The Prince ad- 
mitted that some of his measures while in 
power had been harsh, but harsh measures 
wore justified by the necessity.of keeping the 
empire together. The Kaiser would, sooner 
or later, bitterly regret having nursed a 
viperous coalition of parties, each striving for 
the mastery only in order to undo what it 
took almost a life-time to put together. The 
latter day mode¢ration of the social democrats, 
Prince Bismarck declared, is illusive. This 
attitude will be maintained by them only 
until they constitute a strong minority in 
Parliament. Then they will throw 

mask and violently force 

half open oor, and 

thrust the Kaiser's chair outside. The Ultra- 
montanes, averred the Prince, would prefer 
to bargain with an Atheistic Socialist Presi- 
dent rather than with a Protestant Emperor. 
When the Kaiser consented to meet the Czar 
at Kiel, said Bismarck, he started on the road 
to Canossa. In 1891 he might have had a visit 
from the Czarat a German seaport, but at 
that time he disdained it. He had climbed 
down, and he would have many another de- 
basement if Me persisted in a policy of es- 
tranging Russia. 

Bismarck feared that the Emperor was fast 
falling under the deplorable English influence 
of his mother, This was the more strange 
because in the earlier stage of his career he 
violently repulsed the anglomania which pre- 
vailed in some quarters near him. The Prince 
expressed the belief that the greatest bene- 

Ats would be derived by all Germany from a 

friendly policy toward Russia, especially in 
Asia. This should be pursued even at the ex- 
pense of England’s preferences, A strong 
entente between England and France would 
spring up after Gladstone’s return to power 
and then the Kaiser would soon find on which 
side his bread was buttered. . The Pritice 
seemed confident that a crisis of affairs at 
home and abroad would cre long cause a pop- 
ular outburst which would carry him into 
power again despite the Kaise s hostility. 

The article against Prince Bismarck which 
appeared in yesterday's edition of the North 
German Gazetie is almost the sole subject of 
conversation) tonight. Public sentiment in 
the matter ig almost unanimously on the side 
of the government, Tonight the North Ger- 
man Gazette says: 

Prince Bismarck’s ttterances throw a cloud on 
his great historic figure which is calculated to in- 
jure both the State and the Empire. Unless he 
intended solely to thus vent his ill- 
humor. his action can only be ex- 
plained by his desire for personal changes in the 
government; and it is feared that the means used 
to achieve this end wil give a serious shock to 
the State. Prince Bismarck’s statement that on 
his departure from office all personal influence 
over the Czar ceased is a most singular case of 
self-deception. 

The paper asks whether Prince Bismarck is 
not secretly the real leader of the opposition. 
The Gazetté concludes: 

Bismarck, by his increasing regardlessness of

COLWORTH COLLECTION EXHIBITED, 


Fabulous Sums Expected for the Rare Old 
Works to Be Sold. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Lonpow, June 28,—A most interesting and 
important show of old works of art and bric- 
A-brac was opened today at Christie's rooms. 
It is the renowned Colworth collection, the 
property of the late Mr. Hallingwortn Mag- 
niac of Colworth, Bedfordshire, and its sale, 
which begins next Saturday, has already at- 
tracted experts and antiquarians from ali 
parts of Europe. 

There are 1,200 pieces in the collection, 
among which are some of the rarest and most 
remarkable historical portraits, miniatures, 
and specimens of medieval pottery extant. 
Among the objects offered for sale are many 
portraits of royal personages by Holbein, the 
two Janéts, Velasquez, Cranach, Landseck, 
and Sir Antonio More, many of which were 
formerly the property of Horace Walpole. A 
jewel casket of Maria Theresa and an ivory 
carved letter box used by Mary Stuart at- 
tracted much attention today and will give 
rise to extravagant bids. 

The most important work of the collection 
is, the portrait of Lorenzo de Medici, which is 
said to be a lost picture by Raphael. It was 
formerly ascribed to Bronzini, and was be- 
lieved to be the portrait of Frangois I., but 
its identity has been recently established. 

There is no end of invaluable Limoges and 
other enamels, including the famous hunting 
horn, by Lemosen, and the celebrated ewer of 
‘* Faience de Henri II..“ which is probably 
the most beautiful piece of work of its kind 
in existence. The majority, genuine antiques, 
of the objects on show today are traced back 
to the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries. 

The sale is to continue for two weeks, and 
will undoubtedly realize fabulous sunis.

CHOLERA SCOURGE THREATENED. 


Parsee Pilgrims Introduce the Disease at 
Baku- Grave Fears Entertained, 

Sr. Perersspure, June 28.—Consternation 
prevails in some parts of the empire owing to 
the rapid spread of cholera. At Baku, capital 
of the government of Baku, on the west 
coast of the Caspian Sea, thirty-five new cases 
of the disease were reported yerterday. Baku 
is a great petroleum shipping port. The 
streets are narrow and crooked and the town 
is generally ill-built. Sanitary rules are more 
honored in the breach than in the observance, 
though since the Minister of, the Interior has 
taken the matter in hand so little improve- 
ment fis seen.

Thousands of the workmen employed in 
the city and at the petroleum springs. on the 
Peninsula of Apsheron, on which Baku is sit- 
uated, have become so frightened that they 
are leaving in droves. The Quarantine Com- 
mission at Baku has telegraphed to the Minis- 
ter of the Interior that though there is little 
betterment in the. sanitary condition of the 
city the regulations for preventing the spread 
of the disease are not sufficiently stringent to 
effect the end sought. The commission asks 
for further power in the premises. 

The military physician at Dushak has tele- 


his control and asks that medical assistance 
and nurses be sent to him. A feature of the 
epidemic is the rapidity with which the per- 
sons stricken with it collapse. One of the 
guards on the Trans-Caspian railway was 
seized with cholera and died on his train be- 
fore any medical assistance could be obtained 
for him. 

Lonpon, June 28.—The St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of the Times dwells upon the agi- 
tation of the Russian Government as indi- 
cated by the columns of hygienic precautions 
against cholera published in the pa- 
pers. The mortality reports already 
published only go up to the 2th 
inst. It is feared:; that the 
mortality has since increased. The terribly 
enfeebled and sickly condition of the people 
resulting from the famine will render them 
incapable of resisting the scourge. If cholera 
lays hold on Astrakhan nothing will prevent 
its ravaging the country. It 1s suggested that 
the Nijni-Novgorod fair bé prohibited. 

The Paris correspondent of the Times urges 
in the face of the cholera scare the necessity 
of improving the water supply of that city. 
He says that an analysis shows that water 
from the Seine, after filteration contains 
37,000 bacteria to the cubic centimeter. He 
adds, however, that no specific cholera or 
typhoid bacilii were found in the water. 

The correspondent also says that the nota- 
ble decrease in the number of deaths supposed 
to be due to cholera has Jed the municipal au- 
thorities to suspend the sittings of the secret 
committee of inquiry into cholera cases. 

A dispatch from Teheran states that the 
cholera that has been ravaging Meshed, capi- 
tal of the Province of Khorassan, is decreas- 
ing in violence. An official report now places 
the average number of deaths at thirty-five 
daily, which is a large decrease in the number 
previously reported. 


PORTO ALEGRE WAS NOT CAPTURED, 


Capt. Lara of the Government Gunboat 
Criticised for His Failure. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.! 

VALPARAISO, June 28.—News telegraphed to- 
day from Montevideo confirms the story _of 
the bombardment of Porto Alegre, Brazil, 
by the government gunboat Marajo. The 
fighting was terrific and the loss of life was 
heavy. Many of the buildings in 
Porto Alegre were badly damaged and snip- 
ping in the harbor was destroyed. The city 
was not captured, however, as was at first 
reported. Capt. Candido Dos Santos Lara, 
who commands the Marajo, is sevérely criti- 
cised by the authorities for failing to take the 
city. It is declared that his retreat was not 
justified, and that only cowardice or sym- 
pathy with the rebels prevented him 
from being successful in the attack. A coun- 
eil of war has been called to try Capt. Lara 
for sedition. Gen. Tavares intends to attack 
Porto Alegre as soon as possible and is assem- 
bling troops for that purpose.

Fires in Paris Credited to the Reds— Threats 
Recently Made.

DISSECTING MIND- READER BISHOP. 


The Physicians Who Performed the Autop- 
sy on Trial—The Testimony Adduced. 

New York, June 28.—| Special.] Drs. John 
Arthur Irwin, Frank Ferguson, and Irwin H. 
Hance, the three physicians who performed 
the autopsy upon the body of Washington 
Irving Bishop, the mind reader, May 13, 1889, 
were on trial at the Court of General Ses- 
sions this morning. The charge on which 
the physicians stand indicted is illegal dis- 
section.” Judge Fitzgerald presided. Mrs. 
Bishop, the mother of Washington Irving 
Bishop, was in court at tne opening 
of the session and she remained un- 
til the adjournment. She was dressed 
in deep meurning and waiked with the aid of 
_acrutch. To every question and answer she 
paid the closest attention and on several occa- 
sions she could not keep back the tears that 
came to her eyes. ' 

Irwin H. Hance, one of the defendants, was 
the first witness called by the prosecution. He 
testified that on the afternoon of May 13, 
1889, Dr. Irwin came to him with 
the news of the death of Bishop, also stat- 
ing that an autopsy was to be beld that 
same day. Dr. Irwin told him that Bishop 
had become unconscious after performing 
one of his feats at the Lamb’s club, that he 
soon after became comatose, from which con- 
dition he passed into that of death. 

He got to Hawk’s undertaking establish- 
ment, Eighth avenue, where the autopsy was 
held about 4 o’clock. 5 was in a 
rear room. He made no examination 
to verify the fact that Bishop was 
dead. Mr. Hawks was present with sev- 
eral of his assistants, Dr. Ferguson 
and Dr. Irwin. Dr. Ferguson then proceeded 
with the autopsy, and examined with great de- 
tail the brain and other organs. After mak- 
ing the external examination Dr. Ferguson 
proceeded with the autopsy proper. 

The abdominal organs were examined in 
regular order and then the contents of the 
thorax. After finishing the examination of 
the heart and luogs the brain was examined. 

Dr. Ferguson, the second defendant, was 
also summo by the prosecution, and said 
he had no doubt that the man was really dead. 

He said he took away a portion of the brain 
and portions of the liver, kidneys, and also 
portioas of the stomach, 

Dr. Charles C. Lee or No. 79 Madison ave- 
nue testified that he was summoned to the 
Lambs’ club on May 13, 1889, by Dr. Irwin. 
When he arrived there he was ‘taken to see 
Bishop. He was unconscious, pale, pulse 
feeble, and with pupils somewhat contracted. 
The prosecution rested its case at this point.

Mrs. Bishop, rising with the aid of her 
crutch and in a voice trembling with emotion, 
cried out: “I am ready to prove that they 
are guilty of murdering my boy.”

Dr. Irwin, the defendant, testified that he 
met Bishop for the first time in Liver- 
pool ten years prior to his death. 
That evening, as he was returnmg from 
visiting a patient, he passed the Lambs’ club, 
and remembering they were having an enter- 
tainment went in. Bishop had just been giv- 
ing his first feat. Directly afterward he per- 
formed his second, which was much more dif- 
ficult. At its conclusion he fell in a cataleptic 
fit. in a few minutes he recovered conscious- 
ness. Then he was taken up-staira. Bishop 
spoke freely as to his physical condition. He 
was warned that his performances were 
dangerous and also that there were changes 
going on in his brain. He said: Well, 
I suppose you will find out all about that at 
the autopsy.’’ Just as the doctor was about 
to leave he was called back. There had been 
a great change in Bishop’s condition. His 
condition was 1 and other physicians 
were called. Mr. Bishop died. however, in his 
state of coma. 

Charles M. Ward, a General Agent of the 
New York Life Insurance company, testified 
that he was at the performance given by Mr. 
Bishop May 12, and was standing near Bishop 
when he fell in a cataleptic fit, and they 
took him up-stairs and laid him on a 
lounge. When he recovered consciousness 
they all discussed his performance. me 
one asked him to what he attributed his 
power, and he said: That Gill probably be 
discovered at the autopsy.” 

August Thomas of New Rochelle, who was 
Mr. Bishop’s advance agent for the two 
months preceding his death, testified that he 
had heard Bishop express his intention of 
having an autopsy performed. William C. 
Stewart, a lawyer, and John T. Ritchie, who 
was at one time Bishop’s manager, testified 
to having heard him say the same thing. Lo-

Portsmouts, Va., June 28.—The Norfolk 
Navy-Yard and Constructor Francis T. Bowles 
have secured a signal triumph in the success- 
tul lauaching of the great battleship Texas 
here today. The scene, in spite of a fine rain 
which fell during the entire forenoon, was a 
most animated one. Fifteen thousand spec-

MAY GO TO THE SUPREME COURT. 


Another Step in the Case of Springer vs. 
West Chicago Tannel Company. 

Judge Adams yesterday decided for the 
plaintiff a question of pleadings im the suit of 
Warren Springer against the West Chicago 
Tunnel company. Some time ago Springer 
brought suit to recover $100,000 damages 
claimed to have been sustained for the tear- 
ing down of the building at Nos, 208-212 
South Canal street, which was leased by him 
in 1890. This suit and one in the Chancery 
courts involving a similar question are the 
only impediments hindering the completion 
of the Van Buren street tunnel, and as mat- 
ters now stand it looks as if the case will go to 
the Supreme Court for final decision. 

The pleadings in the case involved several 


intricate points of law. The defendant filed 


a plea to the plaintiff’s declaration and an- 
swered to the five counts as one. The Tunnel 


company averred that in the lease: given to 


Springer it was specially stipulated that, 
should it become necessary to demolish the 
building to make way for tne proposed tun- 
nel, the lease should be forfeited. The plaint- 
iff demurred to the defenciant’s plea and con- 
tended that the defendant had no right to 
forcibly enter the building leased by Mr. 
Springer and * to tear down the struct- 
ure without his consent though the stipula- 
tion sabove referred to were embodied in the 
provisions of the lease.. 
the demurrer and held that the defendants 
should have answered to each separate count 
of the declaration instead of answering to the 
whole in general. Leave was granted the 
plaintiff to file an amended declaration and a 
rule was obtained on the defendant to answer 
by Friday morning of this week. While 
Judge Adams’ decision settled the question of 
pleadings up to date it made way for addi- 
tional controversy to clear up which will re- 
quire some time. 


WORK OF THE GARBAGE CREMATORY. 


It Has Burned 600 Tons of Refuse During 
the Last Ten Days. 

During the last ten days 600 tons of garbage 
have been consumed in a crematory within a 
mile from the City Hall. The work has been 
by Chicago Garbage Crematory 
company, invented by B. C. Heavey. The 
principal part of the 600 tons of garbage has 
been composed of decayed fruit, spoiled fish, 
feathers, and other refuse from South Water 
street. The work has been done with so little 
smell that the inhabitants of the tenement 
houses in the vicinity have not discovered the 
fact that the crematory isin operation. It is 
located across the river west from Rock 
Island Elevator B at the foot of Mexwell 
street. 

The crematory is builtin the form ofa great 
rectangular oven, with indestructible grating 
through the center. The garbage is dumped 
on this grating, fifteen tons ata time. Eight 
jets of flame, four from above and four from 
beneath, are turned on, causing a heat of 3,000°. 
The escaping smoke and steain passes through 
a series of horizontal flues heated white, 80 
that no bad odoror unburnt matter is dis- 
charged from the chimney, which is about 
twenty-five feet tall. The fuel used is crude 
petroleum.” 

The garbage is consumed at the rate of eight 
tons an hour. Aside from the decayed vege- 


table matter from South Water street several 


wagon loads of dead dogs have been cremated. 
All the ashes that remain from the 600 tons of 
matter could be put into an ordinary garbage 
cart.

TO GIVE THE PRICES. 


FOREIGN EXHIBITERS MAY GIVE 
, SELLING PRICE AT HOME, 


They Will Not Be Required to State Cost 
of Production—Miscons‘ruction of a Cir- 
cular Sent Out by the Director-General 
Leads to Some Ill-Feeling-A Correc- 
tion Goes Forward and Ali Will Now 
Be Well Again. 

The Chicago Times yesterday printed this

Consuls abroad to the effect that exhibiters wo 
not be gliowed to mark their exhibits with 
prices at which their goods sell in their own eoun- 
tries, but could only mark them with theprice 
at which they would sell them in America with 
the tariff duties added, had its counterpart at the 
World's Fair — — here yesterday. The 
Fair officials were distarbed at the publication of 
the gist of the circular, and the unfayorable com- 
ment made in London, where it was openly 
claimed that the circular was due to the fear of 
Gen. Davis and the Republican National Admin- 
istration of the unfavorable effect that would be 
made on American visitors to the Fair of so 
cogent an object lesson on the effect of the Me- 
Kinley bill as would be afforded by a comparison 
of the prices of foreign articles with and without 
the customs duties edded, 


What Chicago Merchants Think. 


Chicago merchants looked upon the circular, 
which flatly abrogated the promises made by the 
Director-General and by Secretary Foster to the 
British Royal Commission last September, as an 
attempt to evade such a comparison and re- 
garded it as shrewd as reprehensible, according 
to their own ical views. 

Sir Henry Wood of the Royal Commission, who is 
now in tho city, called the attention of Director- 
General Davis to tbe circular as an infraction of 
the promises made last year, and as likely to re- 
duce the extent of exhibits made by English 
manufacturers. Gen. Davis, however, declares 
that the circular was made to say what he never 
intended to say, although he signed it, and that 
there has never any intention to prohibit 
foreign exhibiters from marking the pmces of 
their exhibits with and without the customs 
charges added. Gen. Davis declined to allow a 
copy of the circular to be seen, but explained the 
nature of the mistake. 

The English Commissioner Talks. 

Sir Henry Wood, one of the Royal Commission- 
ers from Great tain, was at the Auditorium 
last night and talked freely upon the situation. He 
said: When Mr. Dredge and myself were here last 
September we received the express assurance 
from Director-General Davis that ali foreign ex- 
hibiters, which, of course, included England. 
would be allowed to mark on their goods the 

rices at which they soidin tne home markets. 
ncaseofsale the purchaser would, of course, 
have to pay the duty which the United States 
Government placed upon such goods and the car- 
rying charges in ¢ase the seller chose to add 
them. In other wofds, the goods were to remain 
in bond unless a sale should be made. I tele- 
graphed this information to my government, and 
it was upon this assurance that English exhibit- 
ers made preparations for their displays at the 
Exposition, ä 

* When Mr. Davis“ second circular was sent out 
through the State Department at Washington, 
ignoring this previous understanding and pro- 
viding that all foreign exhibits must be marked 
only with the price at which they would be sold 


in Chicaga, there was naturally a great deal of 


dissatisfaction amone intending exhibiters of 


English manufactures. 
He Called on the Director-General, 


I called on Mr. Davis this afternoon in regard 
to the matter and he assured me that the second 
circular had been sent out by mistake, or, rather, 
the wording of it was a mistake, and that the 
previous agreement would be strictly adhered to, 
and I have telegraphed the result o 
ence to England. Mr. Davis has, I believe, also 
sent a similar telegram to all foreign govern- 
ments.“ 

In reply to a question as to whether there would 
have been a marked decrease in the English ex- 
hibits in case the provisions of the second circu 
lar had been insisted upon Sir Henry Wood said 
there undoubtedly would have been. He also in- 
timated that there would have been a very stron 
feeling that the faith of the United States ha 
been broken, as the terms ofthe first agreement 
had been put in writing and signed by the proper 
officials, both of the Exposition and of the gov- 
ernment. | He expressed bimself as being entirely 
satisfied with this last assurance of Gen. Davis, 
and thought the English exhibition would not be 
any smaller on account of the misapprehension 
which had arisen over the second circular. 


Director-General Davis Explains. 


Director-General Davis admits the sending of 
the circular and the correctness of the interpreta- 
tion of it made by the Britons, but declares that 
the wording of the circular was incorrect, though 
unintentionally so, and that the ruling of the 
Board of Control of last September allowing for- 
eign exhibiters to mark their goods with two 
prices, one the selling price at home and the 
other the selling price in America, with duties 
added, still stands. Gen. Davis left an important 
meeting of the Board of Control to make an ex- 
planation of the circular. 

The impression that foreign exhibiters will 
not be akowed te mark on their exbibits the 
price at which they are sold in the country of 
their manufacture is a mistake,” he said, al- 
though it was justified by an error in a cir- 
cular sent out by this department to 
all consular offices iggy Tn this cir- 
cular, which had to o mainly with 
other matters, I said that exhibiters would be al- 
lowed to mark on their goods the cost price and 
the selling price in America. Of course, foreign 
manufacturers don't want to give away the cost 
of manufacture of their goods, and there was no 
intention to restrict them to stating the cost 
price and the selling price here. What I intend- 
ed to say was tthey could mark the selling 
price at home, or what the goods cost consumers 
there, and also the selling price in this country. 
No other course would fair, as foreign exhib- 
iters want to show their goods not only to Amer- 
icans but to natives of foreign countries who will 
visit the Fair, and ofcourse they must be allowed 
to advertise the prices at which their goods can 


be bought in other countries where there is no 


tariff.“ 

Will you give for publication a copy of this 
circular, so that the mistake can be more clearly 
pointed out and the fears of foreign exhibiters 
set at rest? 


Can Put the Home Price on the Goods. 


* No, that would not do, for the circular refers 
principally to other matters. Bat the ruling of 
the Board of Control made last September, which 
expressly permits foreign exhibiters to mark 
their goods with the two selling prices, that ob- 
taining in their own country and the price here 
with duty added, was sent out at that time and 
still governs the Fair. We make only one condi- 
tion, and that is the prices must be genuine, 
and if a purchaser comes for the goods exhibited 
they must be sold at the price fixed.”’ 

“Has Sir Henry Wood of the British Royal 
Commission joined in the feeling of English ex- 
hibiters that they would not make exhibits be- 
cause of the ruling in the recent circular?’ 

No. because he knew what the ruling of the 
Board of Control last September was. He spoke 
to me about the circular today, but I explained 
to him that a mistake had been made.“ 

Will another circular be sent to the consuls to 
correct the mistake of the last one and reassure 
foreign exhibiters?”’ 

Les. if it seems that they have been misled.”’ 

In the Departmeat of Foreign Affairs, to which 
Gen. Davis referred his questioner for a copy of

WITHDRAWS EIS FIRST LETTER. 


Mr. Davis Says Exhibiters Can Mark the 
Price on Their Goods, Minus the Tariff. 

Director-General Davis wrote a letter yes- 
terday afternoon to the State Department at 
Washington, withdrawing: a former circular- 
letter of instructions bearing on World’s Fair 
matters sent out by him under date of March 
11 to United States Consuls. 

The first letter was just beginning to create 
something of a tempest among foreign exhib- 
iters, for it contained a clause or two which 
apparently denied them the right to mark 
on their goods the selling price in 
the United States without the tariff du- 
ties, and the selling price with the du- 
ties added, Last September when, the World's 
Fair Commissioners of Great Britain visited 
Chicago they were told by the Director-Gen- 
eral that manufacturers in exhibiting their 
goods could mark them with and without 
tariff prices. There the matter rested until a 
letter was received from Consul Angier, sta- 


tioned at Rheims, France. The Consul want- 


ed to know what regulations would prevail in 
regard to marking the prices of goods placed 
on exhibition and for sale. It was in response 
to this inquiry that the reply of March 11 was 
issued from the Director-General’s office. It 
said, among other things: 

Foreign manufacturers will be permitted to 
place upon their exhibits cards aring their 
statement of the cost of manufacturing any ar- 
ticles which they may have in their display, and 
upon the same or other cards they may state the 
net price which they may desire to place upon 
said articles for sale in the City of Chicago. 

The Last Clause. 


That was the statement at the beginning of 
the letter, but it was the following and last 
clause which sti up the foreigners:

The whole matter turns out to have been 
the work of a clerk in the office of the Direct- 
or-General, rather than the Director-General 
himself. The letter was written by the chief 
clerk. He prepared the letter, but not in ac- 
cordance with former regulations, and the 
clause in which he says it would be impractic- 
able to permit manufacturers to mark their 
goods with prices which they would accept 
provided there were no tariff laws is gaid to be 
his own idea of the proper thing. Col. Davis 
was slow to admit yesterday that he had not 
read the letter carefully before signing it. 

Alla Mistake. — 

“It was a mistake,“ he said, which I rec- 
ognized as soon as the matter was called to 
ny attention. I signed the letter, witha great 
many others, and perhaps did not read it as 
carefully as I should. As a rule all correspond- 
ence with foreign countries or Consuls is con- 
ducted through Chief Fearn of the Depart- 
ment of Foreign Affairs. This letter, how- 
ever, happened to be prepared by my own of- 
fice. However, no harm will come of it, I think, 
as I have taken all possible steps to correct its 
language. Such a prohibition as indicated in 
the letter could not stand anyway. The ex- 
hibiter who brings his goods here has a right 
to sell them in bond if he desires to. The Ex- 
position buildings will in fact be custom- 
houses, and the purchaser of any article will 
have the privilege of buying it at the exhibit- 
er's price minus the tariff and himself pay the 
duty, or he may pay to the exhibiter the price 
of the article with the duty added.“ 

*T was very much pleased,” said Sir Henry 
Wood last night, over the frank manner in 
which Director-General Davis acknowledged 
a mistake had been made. I am glad it was 
an error, because undoubtedly it would have 
made much trouble in England and prevented 
‘hundreds of manufacturers from taking any 
part in the Exposition. The various chambers 
of commerce throughout the kingdom laid 
great stress on the privilege of marking their 
goods with and without tariff prices. In 
obedience to their wishes I secured last Sep- 
tember from the Director-General a promise 
that their request would be granted. I incor- 

porated, therefore, in the regulations of the 

ritish Section, Clause 7, which says, ‘ Ex- 
hibiters will be permitted to mark 
their goods with the selling prices 
exclusive and inclusive of customs dues.’ 

With this understanding manufacturers be- 
gan preparing an exhibit. It is not alone the 
United States market but the markets of the 
world which they were seeking to réach 
through the medium of the Exposition. It 
would be manifestly unfair, therefore, to re- 
— them to add to their selling price a bur- 
densome tax which did not represent the price 
at which the goods would be sold in mar- 
kets other than those of the United States. 

The letter of the Director General was 
brought to the attention of the Royal Com- 
mission some time ago by Commissioner 
James Dredge. I was specially instructed to 
confer with the Director General in regard to 
it. Many of the Commissioners regarded it 
as a breach of faith, but now lI ars-satisfied 
that everything will be all right, owitig. to the 
prompt action of Col. Davis.” 

Several copies of the circular got into the 
hands of Exposition officers and others, and 
by them were regarded as strictly confidential 
affairs. Meanwhile the Director General 
seems to have been ignorant of the character 
of the letter, or the manner in which it was 
being interpreted.

FOR BETTER SCAVENGER SERVICE. 


Ald, O’Brien Says He Has Not Abandoned 
Wis Fight—Fault of the Present Plan, 

Ald. M. J. O’Brien has not abandoned the 
fight for better scavenger service in the Nine- 
teenth Ward. He said yesterday: 

As soon as the Council convenes Wednes- 
day of next week I will call up those resolu- 
tions and I will move their passage. The rules 
were suspended for that purpose by more than 
the necessary two-thirds vote, and I have no 


doubt that they will be passed by the two- 


thirds majority. I am not alone in my com- 
plaints of thescavenger service. Three-fourths 
of the Aldermen are complaining, and for 
good reasons. 

The contracts for scavenger service were 
not let as in former times to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder. They were let, in some 
cases, to the highest bidder, on the ground 
that such persons were responsible, would see 
that the work was well.done, and that the city 
could count on an excellent scavenger system. 

As a matter of fact there is no improve- 
ment, if what my brother Aldermen tell me is 
true, and certainly we deserve more courteous 
treatment from the Health Department than 
they give to us. Ido not think it is in good 
taste for the health officers to immediately 
question our motives when we make com- 
plaint. They are, after all, our subordinates 
and should 2 themselves accordingly. 
I will insist on havi good scavenger serv- 
ice in the Nineteenth Ward, or know the rea- 
son Why. 

There is no doubt, as Ald. O’Brien says, 
that the scavenger service is not what it ought 
to be. It will cost much more this year than 
last year, because, he says, the contracts were 
not always given to the lowest bidder. They 
were given, in some instances, to the highest 
bidder, but there is no corresponding im- 
provement in the service. Some of the con- 
tractors are tne creatures of the Aldermen of 
the ward and no complaint is heard in refer- 
ence to them. It des not follow, however, 
that there is no cause of complaint. 

Special attention to the scavenger service is 
demanded just now, after the recent rains. 
If the work is not carefully attended to there 
is danger of disease and pestilence. Dr. Ware 
insists that he is doing the best that he pos- 
sibly can under the circumstances. The 
trouble is not with Dr. Ware, but with the so- 
called health inspectors. There is one of 
those persons for each ward, but as a rule 
they are said to be worse than useless. They 
are, it is claimed, mere go-betweens for the 
contractors and the Aldermen. The best in- 
spectors are the people themselves. If théy 
furnish their complaints to the Health Depart- 
ment at headquarters or make their griev- 
ances known through the newspaper, they are 
likely to getter service. Thus they will insure 
a cleaner city.
